A Free Homestead lor every Settler, 
According to tho auper-oxcollent 
Terms obtaioed by His Excellency 
Governor Masgravo and, it is only fair 
to say, so generously conceded by tho 
Sir John A Maodonald administration, 
tho public lands— cxcopt so mncli thore« 
of as Bhnll be set apart for railway pur- 
poses and for Indian reserves— will 
belong to tho Colony, will bo under the 
Bole control of tho Provincial Govern- 
ment. This will bo truo alike of agricul- 
tural and mineral lands,timbor lands and 
pastoral lands.Under thosocircnmstances, 
the enactment of a liberal land law, the 
'construction of a thoroughly onlightened 
land policy will be araorg tho first and 
moat important duties ot tho local gov- 
ernment. That the principle of free 
land grants to actual Bottlers must find 
A place in the Provincial lund eystom 
goes without talking. Hitherto Down- 
ing-etreet has interposed to prevent the 
adoption of that prinoiplo. Undor Con- 
federation no power beyond iuo boun- 
daries of Ihie Colony will have iho right 
Of interference. Tho unrestricted right 
todeulwilh the public lands of tho 
Colony is, indeed, au important one ; 
but it is, at the samo time, one which 
brings with it grave responsibili'y. It 
will comprise onu of tho raotit impor- 
tant deparimeutHof Provincial legislation 
and administration ; and tho public 
mind cannot bo too soon or too earnest- 
ly direoled lo tho consideration of tho 
subject. Although we should not bo 
content with copying the land byatem ot 
other countries, yet we migiit with ad- 
Tantago study othor systems. Let us 
glanoo at that of Ontario, the most pro- 
gressive of all the Provinces. 
The Proviuco of Ontario is in 
some parts thickly settled, thoro being 
many townships in which every aoroot 
land has been long since- tuken op. 
Under these circumsuuceH, a gencrnl, 
ijidisoriminato freo grant r-ysieai, ex- 
tending over the whole Province, would 
be undesirable, if not impossible. Tho 
principle of <ree grants is, therefor , 
very properly confined to certain now 
townships in the more remote and 
sparsely settled parU. Ontario Las, at 
the prebont time, forty-Nix township*, 
comprising some throe and halt million 
aores, open upon tho most liberal term:-, 
into any of whioh parties may go and 
selec; lor themselves the sito of a futuro 
home, Every he»d of a family cau ob- 
tain a free grant of two hundred acres, 
and any person arrived at the ago of 
eighteen years may obtain one hundrod 
acres. This offer is made by tho Gov- 
ernment to settlers without distinction 
of sex, so that a largo lumily, having 
several children in it at or past that 
age, may take up a considerable tract, 
and become in a few years, when tho 
land is oleared and improved, joint 
possessors ot a valuable and beautiful 
estate. Tbeso grants are not, however, 
•without certain conditions. As they 
are designed only for actual settlers, 
for use, it is assumed that the occupant 
will make certain progressive improve* 
ments, and as a guarantee of his bona 
fides tho settlor is required to clear and 
crop at least tittoon acres on eu-jh one 
hundred acres aud to build a habitablo 
house, not Icbb than sixteen leet by 
twenty feet in eiz 1 , and to ro-iido on 
the land at least six months in each 
year. Having complied with these cer- 
tainly not arbitrary conditions ho is en- 
titled at the expiration ol flvo years to 
reooive his Crown deed. The Govern- 
ment is constantly laying off and throw- 
ing opon new township-i as fast as they 
art demanded by tho courna of settle- 
ment and improvement. To givo somo 
ideaot tho rapidity with which On ario 
is filling up, it may bo uientionoil that 
of the 18,030 immigrants- who Battled 
in Canada during 1809, Ontario took 
17 201 leaving the more fraction ot 
603 to Q iebec, 417 to Now Brauswick, 
and 448 toNova Scotia; and it is oonsida 
ered that la->t year wa* scarcely less par- 
tial Ontario, How far those figures may- 
be tho riault < f a liberal and attraoiive 
land policy wo leave the reader to 
judge. But it should be remarked that 
these oighteou thousand did not como to 
Ontario uninvitoJ aud undirected. On- 
tario sent a speoial CommiHsionor to 
Groat Britain in 1869, and again in 
1870. Busido tho official exortious made 
by the Oominiseiouer, sho bad posters 
placed in all the post offices in tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom, to tho nuinbor of thirteen 
or fourteen thousand ; she had distri- 
buted in Groat Britain one hundred 
thousand pamphlets, sotting forth undor 
Bemi-otliolal eatiotion, the advantages 
which that Province olferH to iui- 
migrant-*, 111 1869, she mado a grant ol 
$25,000 lor the purposes o| immigration, 
aud made a similar grant in 1870, und, wo 
believe, a umilar nr nt ttiiiyoar alao. Now 
for tba application: Under Cunteduration, eocn 
Province in lult to deal with its own publ c 
lands und to people thono lands an hem it 
may. In somo senro a combined or national 
Complexion bad recently been given to tho 
Immigration movement, but that is chiefly 
confined to impartiu^; a Bolt of national pren- 
tice to the immiuraiion igejwiea ot tba D i« 
miuon In loreigu countries; to wil, Qeruuriy 
and Belgium. For all praoiica! purpose* 
immigration may, for tho present at leant, bo 
reiiurdeil as a Provincial woik. On the first 
day of July next 13riti«b Columbia will lonn 
the Pacifio Province of the Dominion. Tho 
most remote of all the Provinces lrom tho 
Mother Umpire— the chief source from which 
wa may hopo lor a supply— it will Stand 
moro in ueed ol popolatlon than any other 
part of tbe widt>3|>iii«d:r,g Dominion. II On la- 
lio has found it Decenary to Offer Ine homo* 
ataads to sotilors, bow muah more will It bb 
necesisry for British Oolumbia to do ho / If 
Ootario, wiibin easy lesob, bus lound it, m- 
punsiv to make liberal oouoy grants, em- 



ploy active agencies, diaeeraioate informa- 
tion and in ovory oonccivablo way gaiie po- 
pulation to bar waiting aores, bow raucb 
more will it bo necessary for British Coluro 
bia, reolining on the wealem rim of tbe con- 
tinent, almost the antipodes of tho Mother 
Land, to omploy active moasuroa to attract 
and rotain that population which sho sn 
niuoh neods ? Some peoplo fun away 
witb a vague idea tbat British Co- 
lombia will have nothing to do but open 
har arms and receive tho population Confede- 
ration will bring to her. Undeniably Con- 
federation will bo moro or Ires directly in- 
strumental in peopling tho Paciflo Mope of 
LSriiieh America, and tho grout publio works 
to be undertaken tboreuoder will be nrbitre* 
ry, irresistible colonizers. But, shall we 
becoutootto wait for that? Hhnll we lay 
no foundation for tbat enlarged development? 
Muatexpansion suddenly burst upon the ooloDy 
— find It wholly unprepared to utilize the vast 
expenditure of two or three y«iar8 hence? 
Most assuredly not ; else more than half tbe 
advantages of Boob expenditure would be 
lost to tho oolocy. Tbe intervening period 
will be Bhort enough, Instead of bomoauing 
tho remoteness of ibe larger and more real 
blessings of Confederation, lot Iho greatest 
activity mark the present, in preparation for 
raukin-; tho most of those blessings when 
they como. The most strenuous effort should 
bo put forifi towards tho attainment of suffi- 
cient capacity to supply Iron domestic 
sources the groat demand of tbe not distant 
lutnro — a demand whioh cannot fail to tax lo 
tbe uttermost tbe energies ol tbis young co- 
lony. There is, therefore, no time to fritter 
away.
